U.S. Jobless Rate 
Decline Reported 
During February 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s 
unemployment 
rate 
dipped in February, and work­ 
ers’ average earnings kept well 
ahead 
of the rise 
in living 
costs, the government reported 
today. 
The 
jobless 
rate 
declined 
from 5.9 to 5.7 per cent of the 
work force, said the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 
It also said average weekly 
earnings of 
some 45 million 
rank 
and 
file 
workers—more 
than half the nation’s employ­ 
ment total—rose 35 cents per 
week to $130.27 because of the 
rise in the length of the work 
week. 
The bureau’s report said this 
represented an earnings gain of 
$7.66 or 6.2 per cent over the 
past year. The 3.4 per cent rise 
in consumer prices over the 


same period left workers with a 
net 
wage gain of $3.24 
per 
week. 
The actual number of unem­ 
ployed persons last month re­ 
mained unchanged at 5.4 mil­ 
lion, but after seasonal adjust­ 
ment for the usual February 
rise in joblessness, the bureau 
figured it as a decline. 
Total employment increased 
slightly from 79.1 million to 79.3 
million, but was unchanged on 
a seasonally adjusted basis at 
80.6 million, the report said. 
A gain in service jobs was 
partly offset by a decline in 
construction work. 
The length of the average 
work week rose 12 minutes to 
37.2 hours. In manufacturing 
the work week increased 24 
minutes to 40.4 hours, highest 
in more than two years, the bu 
reau said.

Senate OK’s 
Housing Bill 


Measure Includes 
Subways Feature

Senate has passed a $9-billion 
housing bill described as one of 
the most important put togetli 
er in years.

Any suggestions, any ad­ 
vice on controlling my weak 
stomach will be greatly appre­ 
ciated. I am a woman of 20, 
if age and sex make any dif­ 
ference. 
Dear Reader — Since you 
seem to be prone to motion 
sickness and have had this 
kind of difficulty with acrobat­ 
ics, I doubt very much that 
you are going to be able to 
use this device. Don’t feel too 
bad about tihat. It probably 
wouldn’t have helped you 
a 
great deal anyway, and, as far 
as losing your money on the 
device, you won’t be the first 
one. You would be surprised 
how many millions of dollars 
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are being spent every year on 
worthless exercise devices. Good 
exercise is wonderful for the 
body, but there are a lot of de­ 
vices on the market that in no 
way really promote health. The 
only way I can see that you 
are going to get your money’s 
worth out of this device is take 
it back where you bought it and 
demand your money back. 
As far as controlling your 
weak stomach muscles, 
your 
best aid is do some simple exer­ 
cises at home. One of these is 
the 
simple 
sit-up 
exercise. 
Stretch out flat on the floor, 
¡bend your knees up and then 
do sit up exercises. The only 
! reason for raising the knees is 
so you will be using your ab­ 
dominal muscles instead of the 
muscles that bend your hips.

SINCE THIS IS difficult to 
explain so that people can un­ 
derstand it without illustrations. 
I might make another sugges­ 
tion. Lie down on the floor and 
put the part of your legs from 
the knee down, up on a couch 
of the right height and then 
do your sit-up exercises. This 
effectively makes the body as- 


i sume the same posture that you 
have when you are sitting in a 
chair only you will be lying on 
your back.

Whatev er President Nix on’s v isit to Pek ing 
m ay mean ov er the long ru n in terms of relations 
between China and the United States, not to 
mention “ a new day for all the world,” it has 
u nleashed a v ertible flood of interest in China 
that has been damned u p by 20 y ears of cold war 
policies. 
Chinese au thorities in Canada and at the 
United Nations hav e been swamped with v isa 
applications and inq u iries from trav el agencies. 
Scholars 
‘‘are 
falling 
all 
ov er 
themselv es 
wanting to go to China,” comments one ob­ 
serv er. 
The phenomenon is no less strik ing in the field 
of fashions. ‘‘The interest is fantastic,” say s a 
spok esman for a company that imports apparel 
from China. “ Bu y ers will tak e any thing.” 


TH E F I R S T L A D Y herself appears on the 
Febru ary cov er of Ladies Home Jou rnal in a 
Chinese-sty le gown which, while it may be 
similar to what Chinese ladies once wore, bears 
no resemblance to what they are wearing today . 
If, as Confu ciu s said, one pictu re is worth a 
thou sand words, this magazine cov er points u p 
what may be a danger in the cu rrent China craze 
— that we are merely ex changing ou r old my ths 
abou t China for new ones.

derstanding China,” rev iewed some of those old 
my ths. It ridicu led, and rightly so, the 1930s pu lp 
magazine stereoty pe of ev il Fu Manchu s lu sting 
after fair white womanhood.

The program also criticized ou r tradition of 
sending in troops to protect ou r nationals and ou r 
alleged interests in China. Unfortu nately , it did 
not go into the back grou nd reasons for so mu ch 
foreign meddling, one of which is the fact that for 
tnost of its modern history China has had no 
effectiv e central gov ernment. 
And in this respect, the new China may not be

T H E R E IS A China behind the China 
which 
the telev ision cameras with the President’s 
entou rage saw, notes British jou rnalist Dennis 
Bloodworth. This China is still painfu lly 
con­ 
torted by an u nending rev olu tionary stru ggle. 
China had no head 
of state to welcome 
President Nix on. The last incu mbent president, 
Liu Shao-chi, is said to be doing ideological 
penance on a farming commu ne. The national 
legislatu re has not conv ened for eight y ears. 
Half the members of the all-powerfu l Politbu ro 
at the apex of the Chinese Commu nist party hav e 
not been heard from for months. 
The official press and radio are engaged in a 
ru nning fight against the 4,000-y ear-old sy stem 
of family and clan loy alties to which the Chinese 
hav e alway s clu ng to defend themselv es against 
an often rapaciou s imperial administration. 
This, say s Bloodworth, is the main plot of the 
drama in which Mr. Nix on’s v isit was a down­ 
stage div ertissement: Mao Tse-tu ng is simply 
try ing to mak e the Chinese Commu nist party the 
m aster of China. And he has not y et su cceeded. 


WHAT H A P P E N S when Mao, who is 78 , 
leav es the scene? Will China again be swept by 
the k ind of conv u lsion that has occu rred with 
nearly ev ery change of dy nasty in its long 
history ? 
Until we k now the answers to these q u estions, 
it is impossible to say whether President Nix on’s 
mission has opened a new chapter in Chinese - 
American relations or is merely a replay of an 
old one.

OK's Sales 
Practice Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-The 
House passed 80-0 Thursday a 
bill that its sponsor said would 
virtually put a stop to fraudu­ 
lent and misleading sales prac­ 
tices in Ohio. 
The bill, which now goes to 
the Senate, was the aftermath 
of the joint legislative study 
committee on consumer prac­ 
tices launched in 1970. 
Rep. Frank Mayfield Jr., R- 
67 Cincinnati, the bill's main 
sponsor and chairman of the 
study committee, said Ohioans 
are bilked of $8 billion a year 
by shady business practices. 
One of the main provisions of 
the bill would modify the so- 
called “doctine of due course” 
which

called

worst abuse of all consumer 
credit traps.”
